M r.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  public  Health 
Department  for  1943,  much  curtailed  by  direction  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  as  compared  with  pre-war  reports.  The  statistical 
tables,  omitted  from  the  report,  are  filed  for  any  future  war-time 
health  survey. 

The  public  health  services,  clinical,  hospital,  and 
environmental,  were  maintained  during  1943,  practically  on  a pre- 
war level. 

The  crude  death  rate,  23. S per  1,000  of  the  population, 
15.9  per  1,000  corrected,  based  on  the  population  as  estimated 
by  the  Registrar  General,  has  risen  during  the  war  by  approximately 
30  per  cent,  from  15.4  per  1,000  crude,  lo.31  per  1,000  corrected 
in  I93S.  Compared  with  the  estimated  national  figure  of  12.15 
for  1943,  the  local  death  rate  is  admittedly  high,  but  as  pointed 
out  in  detail  in  page  u an  important  factor  is  the  high  proportion 
of  aged  and  infirm  persons  who  have  remained  in  the  town. 

The  birth  rate,  15.7  per  1,000,  shows  a slight  fail 
compared  with  1942,  16.5  per  1,000,  but  remains  substantially 
hi  her  than  pre-war  e.g.,  11.1  per  1,000  in  1938. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  was  34.2  per  1,000  births 
as  compared  with  41,9  in  1942  and  53  in  the  large  towns  in  1943. 
There  were  no  maternal  deaths  from  puerperal  fever,  one  from  other 
ca ises . 

The  death  rate  from  tuberculosis,  1.21  per  1,000  (1.00 
per  1,000  in  1942)  remains  distinctly  higher  than  pre-war  - the 
average  death  rate  1934  - 33  being  .33  per  1,OGO«  During  1943 
the  Ministry  of  Health  has  again  drawn  the  attention  of  the  country 
to  the  war-time  rise  in  the  incidence  and  death  rate  of  tuberculosis 
- and  has  instituted  a national  campaign,  including  maintenance 
and  special  allowances  for  certain  "types  of  cases  and  a mass 
radiography  campaign  in  special  classes  of  young  adults, 
particularly  in  industrial  areas. 

As  regards  notifiable  infectious  diseases  there  was  a not 
unexpected  rise  in  the  incidence  of  scarlet  fever  (78  cases)  and 
diptheria  (13  cases)  from  the  unusually  lew  figures  of  the  past 
four  years,  but  even  so  the  rates  are  below  average  expectations, 
tnere  was  a low  incidence  of  whooping  cough,  ophthalmia 
neonatorum,  erysipelas  and  cerebro- spinal  menginitis.  A sharp 
epidemic  of  measles  occurred, generally  mild,  651  cases  without  a 
death;  also  an  outbreak  of  paratyphoid  B,  35  cases,  all  xonnected 
with  an  elementary  school,  which  is  discussed  in  the  report. 

The  anti-diphtheria  immunisation  campaign  was  well 
maintained  throu  hout  the  year  with  the  result  that  the  percentage 
of  fully  immunised  children  under  the  age  of  5 remained  at  42  De- 
cent and  of  senool  children  increased  to  74  per  cent. 
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The  p.ublic  Heal  til  Department  continued  to  act  as  a 
centre  for  the  organisation  and  administration  of  the  civil 
Defence  Casualty  services,  the  Medical  officer  of  Health  being 
also  agent  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  the  three  local 
emergency  casualty  hospitals  and  the  associated  medical  services. 
The  Health  Department  also  acted  as  Casualty  Bureau  and  Casualty 
information  Centre.  All  the  various  calls  on  the  Casualty- 
Services  and  hospitals  were  adequately  met  throughout  the  year. 

I beg  to  thank  the  Council,  the  Chairman  and  members 
of  the  various  Committees  for  their  continued  support  and 
acknowledge  with  much  gratitude  the  good  and  loyal  work  of  my 
staff  in  these  very  difficult  days.

AS  stated  in'  the  preface  the  increase  since  the  war  of 
approximately  5o  per  cent  in  the  general  death  rate  is  almost 
certainly  due  to  'the  high  proportion  of  elderly  persons, 
particularly  females,  many  invalid  and  infirm,  who  have  remained 
in  the  town,  this  proportion  increased  of  course  by  the  very 
considerable  number  of  younger  men  and  women  now  absent  in  the 
Services  or  on  work  of  national  importance.  The  following 
statistics  corroborate  this  statement.

(2)  Births 


The  birth  rate  was  15.7  per  1,000  of  the  estimated 
population  as  compared  with  16.5  in  194-2,  13.3  in  1941,  11.4  in 
194o,  11.8  in  1939,  and  11.1  in  1936.  The  increase  in  the  rate 
has  been  progressive  and  is  now  substantial  and  was  a feature  of 
the  last  great  war. 

( 3 )  Main  Causes  of  Deaths 

( a ) pisea ses  of  t he_  heart  and  blood  vessels . 

The  total  deaths  from  causes  under  the  various 
associated  headings  amounted  to  37  per  cent  of  the  total  deaths. 

(b)  Cancer 

The  total  deaths  were  119  as  compared  with  137  in  1942. 

The  rate,  3.2  per  1,000,  remains  high,  as  may  be  expected  with  the 
age  and  sex  constitution  of  the  town. 

A definite  scheme  for  diagnosis  and  treatment  under  the 
Cancer  Act  is  postponed  for  the  time  being.  Gases  requiring 
specialised  treatment  e.g.  deep  X-ray  therapy,  radium  or  special 
light  treatment  can  obtain  such  by  arrangement  with  the  London, 
provincial  and  sector  hospitals.  The  White  paper  for  a national 
Health  service  includes  a scheme  for  the  treatment  of  cancer  on 
an  area  basis,  centred  on  a special  hospital,  the  population  of 
that  area  to  be  sufficiently  large,  e.g.  1,000,000  or  more,  for 
an  adequate  scheme. 

( c ) Respiratory  diseases . 

The  total  deaths  from  respiratory  complaints  were  8o 
including  30  due  to  influenza,  but  excluding  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

I n fluensa  epidemic 

This  national  epidemic  in  the  early  winter  months  was 
short  and  sharp,  but  without  a high  proportion  of  pneumoniacases . 
Most  of  the  deaths  were  in  the  aged  or  infirm,  influenza  being 
really  a terminal  illness.  Actually  8 cases  of  influenzal 
pneumonia  with  5 deaths  were  notified.

( a ) Scarle t fewer 

The  number  of  cases  rose  from  33  in  1942  to  73,  but  the 
disease  remained  mild  and  sporadic  in  type. 

(b)  Diphtheria 

There  was  a slight  rise  from  7 cases  in  1942  to  13  cases 
which,  however,  still  represents  a low  incidence  compared  with 
prewious  years  and  the  population  at  risk:. 

(c)  Measles 

A sharp  outbreak  occurred  in  the  early  winter  months  of 
1943  wi th  651  cases  notified,  the  disease  being  mild  with  no 
fatalities.  63  cases,  however,  were  admitted  for  treatment  for 
special  reasons  at  the  isolation  Hospital. 
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(d)  Paratyphoid  outbreak  . 

An  outbreak  of  paratyphoid  B fever,  confined  exclusively 
to  school  children  attending  the  three  departments  (infants,  junior 
and  senior)  of  one  public  elementary  school,  occurred  in 
January  and  February*  Altogether  there  were  35  cases,  some  severe 
and  serious,  all  admitted  to  the  Borough  Sanatorium  for  infectious 
diseases;,  fortunately  there  were  no  fatalities.  The  outbreak 
was  at  once  reported  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  immediate  steps 
were  taken  by  your  own  medical  officers,  in  conjunction  with  those 
of  the  Ministry,  to  institute  a complete  investigation., 
(bacteriological  and  field  enquiries)  into  all  the  circumstances 
of  the  outbreak  and  to  take  any  necessary  precautionary  measures. 

At  an  early  date  the  school  milk  and  canteen  meals  came 
under  suspicion  as  being  the  source  of  infection.  For  the  time 
being,  pending  the  final  results  of  the  enquiry,  both  were  suspended. 
The  final  verdict  pointed  to  a carrier  infection  by  some  member 
of  the  canteen  staff  - though  definite  bacteriological  proof  of 
the  actual  source  was  not  forthcoming.  Every  possible  clue  was 
investigated  in  detail,  including  the  sanitary  arrangements  and 
the  working  of  the  canteen  and  lunch  milk,  all t the  sources  of 
food  stuffs  used  in  the  canteen  and  those  who  had  handled  them, 
groceries,  meat,  vega tables,  milk,  specimens  of  all  the  workers 
in  the  canteen  and  the  older  girls  who  served  and  assisted 
generally  were  examined  bacteriologically. 

The  outbreak  was  in  a sense  explosive,  probably  caused 
by  a source  of  infection  operating  only  for  a comparatively 
short  period,  possibly  only  one  day.  Ho  further  cases  occurred, 
except  one  or  two  contact  infections  by  a previous  case  in  the 
same  family.  Within  a few  weeks  it  was  obvious  the  outbreak  had 
ended  and  it  was  possible  to  resume  the  previous  canteen  and 
milk  activities  of  the  school. 

(<3)  There  were  no  deaths  from  any  of  the  common 
infectious  diseases.

No  alteration  occurred  in  the  available  accommodation; 

( Borough  Sanatorium  for  infectious  Diseases,  70  beds 
( (lo  emergency  beds  available  in  addition) . 

( smallpox  Hospital,  Brede  - 20  beds. 

Owing  to  special  war-time  contingencies,  the 
accommodation  at  the  smallpox  Hospital,  Brede,  has  been  made 
available  for  cases  throughout  Sussex.  The  same  arrangement 
applies  to  the  sedgebrook  smallpox  Hospital  near  Chailey. 

Total  admissions  to  the  Borough  sanatorium  in  1943 
were  297,  including  9 cases  from  the  Rural  District  of  Battle  and 
the  Borough  of  Rye,  23  cases  from  the  Borough  of  Bexhill,  36 
Service  cases,  leaving  229  cases  from  Hastings.  (See  previous 
table  which  refers  to  notifiable  diseases  only) . 

The  policy  of  accepting  all  types  of  infectious  cases, 
both  notifiable  and  non-no tifiable , was  maintained,  no  fewer  than 
14  different  infectious  diseases  being  admitted  during  the  year. 

The  Borough  sanatorium  continued  to  be  used,  along  with 
the  Municipal  Hospital,  to  replace  the  public  cleansing  and 
Disinfecting  Station  at  Rock-a-Nore,  which  is  not  available  during 
the  war.  The  service  has  been  of  particular  value  in  the 
treatment  of  scabies  cases,  the  benzyl  benzoate  treatment  being 
used  with  good  results. 
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Diphtheria  immunisation  campaign.

This  continued  during  1943.  Altogether  912  children 
were  immunised  completely,  483  under  5 years  of  age,  429  over  5 
years.'  it  is  estimated  that  74  per  cent  school  children,  and 
42  per  cent  children  under  5 have  been  immunised.  The  campaign 
continues . 


The  immunising  agent  is  a.P.T. , dosage  .2  and  .5  c.c. 
at  4 weeks  interval,  schick  testing  being  carried  out  in  a small 
proportion  or  by  request.  The  number  of  applications  for 
"boosting”  injections  in  the  case  of  children  starting  school  is 
disappointing.

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6.  VFNFRWAI  DISEASES  CLINIC,  ROYAL  EAST  SUSSEX  HOSPITAL. 

The  number  of  new  local  cases  in  1943  were  syphilis  - 
9 cases  compared  with  7 in  1942,  gonorrhoea  - 11  cases  compared 
with  19  in  1942.  While  these'  figures  represent  some  increase 
as  compared  with  the  incidence  during  the  early  years  of  this 
war,  they  show  no  increase  as  regards  syphilis  and  in  fact  a ■ 
definite  decrease  as  regards  gonorrhoea  when  compared  with  the 
5 years  immediately  before  the  war. 

1934  - 30  average  arinual  'incidence  syphilis  9 cases 
1934  - 38  *»  w ” gonorrhoea  28  ;t 

The  incidence  is  now  only  about  one  fifth  syphilis 
and  one  third  gonorrhoea  of  that  2o  years  ago. 

This  is  satisfactory  in  view  of  the  Ministry  of  Health' 
widely  publicised  information  about  a considerable  national 
increase  in  the  war  time  figures  cf  v. D.  in  accordance  with 

the  recommendation  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  the  attention  of  the 
general  public  has  been  drawn  by  posters,  pamphlets,  personal 
instruction  and  lectures  to  the  whole  matter  of  v.D.  and  to  the 
facilities  for  treatment ' available ' locally .

death  rate  from  tuberculosis  during  the  war.  The  five  war  time  figures 
have  been  .69,  .83,  1,2,  1.00  and  1.21  a factor,  no  doubt,  has 
been  the  discovery  of  early  cases  through  medical  examinations  in 
the  Services  and  munition  workers  and  in  the  breakdown  of  undiscovered 
cases  owing  to  the  stress  and  strain  of  military  service  and 
munitions  work,  in  the  last  war  the  increase  in  mortality  occurred 
particularly  in’  the  last  year  of  the  war  and  the  years  immediately 
following. 

( d ) Tuberculosis  Dispensary  etc,  at  the  Royal  last  Sussex  Hospital 

The  work  of  the  Dispensary,  diagnosis  of  cases  referred 
by  practitioners,  examination  of  contacts,  selection  of  cases  for 
sanatorium  treatment,  X-ray  and  sputum  examinations,  arrangements 
for  light  and  orthopaedic  treatment,  and  the  observation  of  cases 
after  sanatorium  treatment  was  fully  maintained,  the  total  attend- 
ances being  817  as  compared  with  827  in  1941.  The  new  cases 
attending  were  198  as  compared  with  191  in  1942;  contacts 
examined  were  56. 

(e)  institutional  treatment. 

In  spite  of  the  shortage  of  accommodation  for  cases  of 
tuberculosis,  it  was  possible  to  arrange  institutional  treatment 
for  all  cases  referred  under  the  Authority* s scheme  as  follows;-

Under  Memorandum  266/T  the  Ministry  of  Health  introduces 
a national  scheme  for  maintenance  allowances,  for  cases  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  only,  in  the  case  of  persons  who  have  to 
give  up  remunerative  work  in  order  to  undertake  treatment,  in 
addition  allowances  to  meet  high  rent  and  rates,  hire  purchase 
instalments  can  be  paid;  travelling  expenses,  pocket  money  etc, 
can  be  paid  in  certain  cases. 

The  maintenance  allowances  are  based  on  a sufficient 
income  to  support  the  family  or  the  upkeep  of  the  home  while  the 
patient  is  receiving  treatment  at  the  sanatorium  or  during  the 
period  after  discnarge,  while  he  is  awaiting  full  strength  to 
resume  his  work. 

It.will.be  realised,  however,  that  this  scheme  does  not 
cover  surgical  cases,  chronic  or  advanced  cases  where  there  does 
not  appear  to  be  any  hope  of  return  to  working  capacity. 

The  onus  of  certifying  suitable  cases  for  the  receipt 
of  the  Government  Maintenance  Grant  is  place  upon  the  Tuberculosis 
Medical  officer.  The  work  of  investigation  is  dealt  with  by  the 
Health  Department  with  the  co-operation'  of  the.  Treasurer  in  the 
decision  as  to  the  amount  of  the  actual  payment.  a special  sub 
Committee  of  the  public  Health  committee  deals  'generally  with  all 
the  arrangements.'  From  the  1st  July,  1943  to'  the  31st  December 
1943  eight  patients  received  maincntance  allowances,  two 
disers titionary  allowances  and  one  special  payments, 

( g ) Tuberculosis  care  cornrai  ttee 

The  institution  of  the  Government  Grant  has  hardly- 
affected  the  good  work  of  this  committee,  which  carries  on  as 
before  in  view'  of  the  fact  that,  generally  speaking,  women  and 
children  arc  not  included  in  the  scheme. 

The  restriction  of  food  and  other  commodities  has  made 
the  work  of  the  committee  difficult  but  it  is  still  able  to 
provide  a pint  of  pasteurised  milk  each  day  for  patients  who  are 
recommended  and  also  small  sums  to-  purchase  eggs,  butter  or 
margarine,  to  give  financial  help  where  necessary,  gifts  of 
clothing  and  grants  for  special  cases  for  railway  fares  etc. 

The  special  occupational  therapy  work  has  had  to  be 
practically  suspended  during  the  war  owing  to  lack  of  materials,

The  National  scheme  for  the  distribution  of  milk,  both 
fluid  and  dried,  and  of  Cod  Liver  oil  and  Fruit  juices  to  expectant 
and  nursing  mothers  and  children  under  5 was  mainly  operated  through 
the  infant  welfare  centres  and  was  carried  out  smoothly  and  with 
the  full  co-operation  of  the  staff  of  the  centres.  a high  pro- 
portion of  mothers  and  children  attended  for  this  purpose.  It  is 
certain  that  the  additional  vitamins  and  milk  have  had  a considerable 
influence  in  the  maintenance  of  the  present  high  standard  of  health 
amongst  our  children.

practically  a peace  time  service  was  available,  including 
five  infant  welfare  centres  and  two  Ante  and  post  Natal  clinics,  in 
co-operation  with  the  service  of  Help  for  Motherhood  and  infancy. 

The  Municipal  Hospital  with  314  births  in  the  maternity  unit  has 
its  own  ante  natal  clinic  and  also  co-operates  with  the  other  ante 
natal  clinics.  During  the  year  post  natal  cases  were  also  seen 
at  the  Municipal  Hospital. 

The  District  Nursing  Association  in  connection  with  the 
Fern  Bank  Maternity  Home  with  lo4  births  also  has  its  own  ante 
natal  clinic. 

Other  services  operated  fully,  including  dental  treatment 
for  children  under  school  age  and  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers; 
orthopaedic  and  light  treatment  for  infants  and  toddlers;  hospitals 
and  consultants  for  cases  of  difficult  labour,  puerperal  pyrexia  and 
complicated  ante  natal  cases  were  available. 

The  Home  visiting,  infant  protection,  and  other  special 
work  in  connection  with  scabies  and  housing  conditions  were  fully 
maintained  by  the  Health  visitors,  whose  valuable  work  in  some- 
what trying  times  is  fully  recognised. 

The  general  health  and  fitness  of  the  young  infants 
remained  satisfactory  under  war  conditions,  a tribute  to  the 
intelligence  and  care  of  the  mothers,  who  are  taking  an  increasin' 
interest  in  the  hygiene  of  pregnancy  and  babyhood  and  using  more 
and  more  the  services  of  the  local  Authority.  in  all  this 
Government  and  3.3.C.  propaganda  have  been  important  factors. 

Nevertheless  there  should  be  room  in  post  war  medical 
reconstruction  for  a more  completely  co-ordinated  service  dealing 
with  maternity  and  child  welfare  somewhat  on  the  following  lines. 
There  should  be  a central  maternity  unit  with  sufficient  beds  for 
the  purpose  of  the  whole  town  and  the  district,  in  addition  to  beds 
for  abnormal  and  normal  midwifery.  There  should  be  accommodation 
for  special  ante  and  post  natal  cases  and  isolation  for  cases 
of  puerperal  infaction.  There  should  be  central  ante  natal  and 
infant  welfare  clinics  to  which  all  cases  of  difficulty  requiring 
s ecial  investigation  and  treatment  could  be  referred  to  the 
specialists  responsible  for  these  services  and  for  whom  hospital 
beds  should  also  be  available.  The  hospitals  would  be  closely 
associated  with  the  domiciliary  midwifery  of  the  town  and  district 
and  should  be  able  to  arrange  for  consulting  assistance  and  also 
for  a s -ecial  "flying  squad".  phis  need  be  no  utopian  scheme.

When  orthopaedic  cases  complete  or  drop  treatment  at 
tne  clinic  the  School  Medical  officer’,  Health  visitors,  and  school 
Nurses  and  the  physical  Training  organisers  are  all  interested  in 
watching  for  relapses  and  arranging  exercises  at  the  school  if 
possible,  or  at  the  orthopaedic  clinic,  special  attention  is  also 
given  to  the  diagnosis  of  early  postural  defects. 

It  \ay  be  advisable  later  to  have  on  the  staff  an 
Crthopaedic  Nurse  who  can  gather  all  the  reins,  watch  such  children 
supervise  the  exercises  at  the  school,  look  out  for  early  cases , 
co-operating  or  even  working  with  the  orthopaedic  clinic  at  the 
Hospital.

No  action  was  taken  in  1943  in  connection  with  the  transfer 
of  the  Municipal  Hospital,  (which  is  in  effect  the  hospital  wards 
at  the  institution)  as  a general  hospital  under  the  public  Health 
Acts  or  the  Poor  Law. 

The  position  of  the  Municipal  Hospital  will  without  doubt 
oe  considered  in  relation  to  a national  health  service  as  outlined 
in  the  White  paper  now  under  consideration.  it  is  proposed  that  all 
Municipal  Hospitals  should  come  within  the  administration  of  a new 
joint  health  authority  covering  a considerable  area,  and  in  fact  bo 
owned  by  the  Authority  and  used  in  the  best  interests  of  the  whole 
district.  as  a matter  of  fact,  the  Municipal  Hospital,  as  also  the 
two  voluntary  hospitals,  do  serve  not  only  Hastings  but  a considerable 
portion  of  the  surrounding  district  of  East  Sussex. 

The  Municipal  Hospital,  along  with  the  two  voluntary  hospitals 
the  Royal  East  Sussex  and  the  Buchanan,  is  a Class  1a  hospital  under 
the  Emergency  Medical  Service  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  Altogether 
approximately  400  beds  are  available  in  the  3 hospitals  for  casualty- 
purposes,  of  which  180  are  alio  ted  to  the  Municipal  Hospital. 

The  normal  functions  of  the  Municipal  Hospital  were  ful.y 
maintained,  and,  in  fact,  of  the  present  38c  beds,  200  are  available 
for  chronic  cases,  maternity  and  children,  the  remaining  I8o  being 
available  for  acute  and  war  casualty  work. 

Mention  should  be  made  of  the  ioiportance  of  the  Maternity 
TTnit  at  the  Municipal  Hospital,  the  number  of  confinements  being  314 
for  the  year  compared  with  343  in  1942.  Ante  natal  7/ork  was 
developed  during  the  year,  there  being  two  clinics  each  week.  Post 
natal  visits  are  also  paid.  The  whole  service  co-ordinates  thorou-i  y 
with  the  Maternity  and  child  Welfare  service  of  the  town.

The  Corporation  gives  a substantial  grant  to  the  70 1 ant  . ■ 
Association  for  the  Blind,  which  is  carrying  out  an  ever  incrcnsie 
dost  admirable  and  beneficent  work,  e.g.  maintenance  of  subist-enco 
allowances  up  to  22/Sd.  per  week  for  each  blind  person  which  have 
recently  been  increased,  obtaining  and  keeping  suitable  work, 
general  and  special  treatment  in  local  hospitals  and  national 
insti tutions. 

By  a declaration  under  the  Local  government  get,  1929  tie 
voluntary  committee  now  deals  with  blind  persons  and  sighted 
'’dependents”  requiring  out- relief  from  the  social  welfare  committee. 

The  public  Health  Committee  has  also  authorised  the 
honorary  medical  officer,  Dr.  Lowe,  to  complete  the  special  medical 
certificate  of  the  Board  of  Education  and  the  Ministry  of  Health  in 
respect  of  all  new  cases.
